Yesterday afternoon at about 8 
B^dock, Jnstice Lamar took his over- 
Mat, intending to go to the city, bnt 
was mot at the door by a friend, Dr. 
Llewellyn, with whom he returned to 
the fitting room. At that time and 
during all the afternoon he was in good 
Vpiriti and at dinner, at 6:50 in the 
eiventaf , he eeemefl to hmw a good ap- 
petite. Dr. Llewellyn left the house 
about 8 o'clock, and a few minutee 
later the Juetia* was aeiaed with Tidcnt 
pains in the heart and died at tb* hour 
mentioned..

was the direct cause of Jm!ge Lamar's

I Justice Lamar came into the city 
jresterdsy afternoon and called at the 
of&oe of Mr. B. £. Farde, where he con- 
terted pleasantly on general topics. 
He was acc ompanied by Dr. Llewellyn 
on his return to the residence of Mr. 
|W. H. Virgin, who married Mr. Lamar's 
daughter. 

Tho attack was very severe wliile it 
laeted and tlie i)liysiciuii, Dr. A, fl. 
rarker, who had been in attendance, 
arrived only a few minutes before 
death. At thia time- Justice Lamar 
{was unconscious and beyond medical 
aid. Restoratives were at oaoe admin- 
istered, but were entirely without 
avail. He died wilA his head on Mr. 
Virgin'b hands and Apparently without 
pain; the spasm having pamed off at 
that time.

With the paasing sway of Assoclat* Jus- 
tic*) of the United States Supreme Court 
Lucius Quiutufi CinoinnatuB Lnnmr con- 
temporaneous politioal history loses one of 
its most unique flgurea. 
; Mr. I^amar awas noted in Washington, 
Where the best years of his life were Bpenl, 
for his abseutmiudodneaa and eccnntrlci- 
Mes, no less than for his genial nature and 
Bharming manners. Every trait of his 
character was inherited. His father, for 
Iwhom the dead associate Justicu ws.s 
iaamed, bad his unusual cognomt n se 
lected for him by an eccentric brother of 
bis mother, who insisted upon naming 
bar children after her favorite historical 
heroea 

I Lanwr, the elder, was a lawyer, a com- 
kOerand editor of legal decisions, etc., a 
indge, a host of unbounded ho.spitallty 
bnd an elo<iUMnt Hpesker, but withal a 
jgaan of many littlu euoentrlclties which 
ned to be but the children of a high 
ad by some it is believed an overwrought 
atlo teuiperament. He whm attacked 
' dvspepsia a couple of years before liis 
isatn. The accompanying cerebral fever 
i» Mr. Lamar delirious at times, and 
rhUs sultsring from the temporary mental 
fctlon thus induced he committed 
ilde. 

[ It is therefore act dlfflult. It will be ob- 
aerved, to account for the many little ec- 
Mntrldtles which served rather to lend a 
«harmto the unique personality of the 
ttaad Justlos. He seemed to hava beso but 
laeompoaitepiotun o( Us father and the 
kiembers of his patanal grandmother's 
Itamily. 

I Ldha Justice Lamar's penanality, his 
kublio oareer was remarkable. Hs comes 
iCoBSof theoMsatfamiliaaiaeeoHrta. He 
yti§ bom in JPtttnam jBonnty fp INK, and 
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Bmory collage in G^rgia. He graduated 
in IMS, at ofuie oomm<^ced the ^tudy ol 
law In MaMm^O*., and was admitted to 
the bar tw^o yearslAer. 
t The practice of law In a small town and 
the attendant struggles for the "root of pJl 
ovll" seemed to fall to satisfy the Youafl 
attorney, whose Inclinations were all t(h 
ward study, and whose keen analytical 
sense was only wasted on the trifling cases 
which ace usually intrusted to a bcgiaaer. 
.Mr. Lamar, after two years of work,afrhleb 
I was eminently unsatisfactory and unoon- 
genial to himself, accepted a position ai 
'■dJuBOt professor of mathematios la th« 
TTnlveraity of Mississippi. 
^ Cold, dry figures were no more to hh 
4iUng than petty legal cases, and after 4 
year at tlie university, hi.s reputation as an 
jmnlyt.l.-a! a^viier and clcqnont advocate 
having preceded him, Mr. Laninr removed 
to Covington, Ga., and restuned the prac- 
tice of the law. Important eases were 
given him, and bis fame spreading rapidly 
In his adopted country the people in 1IU3 
elected hJm to represent them in the state 
legislature. 

This may be said to have In en the begin- 
ning of Mr. Lamar's public career, and it 
came dangoroii«ly near balny tin? eiiil, for 
small politics \\;\n not to his liking either, 
and ho gjive it up In (lisnust and in 
moved back to Mlh.sissippi, locating on a 
plftiftntion which lie (ivvntft in Lafayette. 
Here Mr. mar had hif( first opportunity 
since attaining manhood to pursue to 
the f uU his stadise in inMeoto MgaU^toca- 
ture. 

The dtisens of Mississippi were tmwill- 
Ing to permit their brilliant young advo- 
cate to waste bis ability on a plantation, 
and in 18B0 be was elected to congress as a 
Democrat He served from 1857 to imi 
Things had reached sncb a pass then that 
every public officer had to decide between 
the I.'nion and the Confederacy. Mr. La- 
mar therefore resigned his seat in congress 
to become a member of the Mississippi se- 
caosion convention, in whidt body he 
played an important part. 

When hostilities began Mr. Lamar ac- 
cepted a oo^^r^B^ss^on as lieutenant colonel 
of tbe Mtneteentb MlSdsslppi regiment. 
He was afterward promoted to the 
colonelcy, and up to the day of his death 
the people of bis home town, Oxford, al- 
most always refeiTsd to him as Colonel 
I^amar and seldom as senator or Judge. Ill 
health compelling bis retirement from act- 
ual service in the field, Mr. Lamar was 
sent as a Confederate commissioner to 
HuBsla. His missiaa, as history relates, 
failed of its purpose. 

When the w^ closed he went baek to 
tbe University crtf Mississippi, where he be- 
came professor political economy and 
social science in 1806, and was given tbe 
chair of law a year later. He then once 
more resumed his practlbe at the bar, 
which be eontlBnad until be was elected to 
congrsas in Itlt. He was re-elected in 
1874 and m 107B was chosen by the legisla- 
ture as one of tbe reprssentativss of his 
adopted state m the United Bti^ senate. 
Hersmalned in the senate until Mareb 4; 
1885, When he aooepted the portfolio of 
ssoretaty of the intsclor tendered him by 
PrHjident Ctoveland. 

Oa Dea 8, 1887, Mr. Clavdaad ssnt to 
the senate the name of L.^ C. Lamar to be 
associate jnstlee of the United States su- 
preme court, vice Justiee Woods, de- 
ceased. After some delay the nomination 
was eocflrmed, and In the latter part of 
January, 1888, he entered upon the dis- 
charge of his new duties. 

In the boose of representatives and In 
the senate Mr. Lamar was not a tregnent 
speaker, but whatever he said was atten- 
tively listened to, for his utterances al- 
ways gave evidence of deep thought and 
careful preparation. He was a graceful 
and forcible speaker, but never understood 
or attempted to emplnr tbe artifices of the 
professional orator. With all his absent- 
in iinli'dness and love of bobbies the asso- 
I'l.iio justice was a man of remarkably 
good judgment, and his ability to qulokly 
road the character of a new aoqnaintanoe 
was almost marvelous. Secretary Vilas 
once said of him: 

"Lamar is a man of magnificent sur- 
prises. I did not know him until we met 
in the cabinet, and duriiig tliu past two 
years I have bti'u vury iiitiimiti! with him. 
I think I liiive inner met iiiiy man whose 
intellect liiis ktuwu upon nie overwhelm- 
ingly a>. htui l.umar's. At times he has 
con!«ulie<l wiiU mu about matters of pub- 
Uc policy which only the itiiaion of a 
question of law could settle. 

"Once he had a most important decislou 
to make. He had not written it, for I be- 
lieve he does not writts lii.H deciiHions until 
the last minute, but he had tbe whol« luat- 
ter revolving in his mind. He began at 
the beginning and stated the facts. Buch 
a faculty of clear, limpid statement is sel- 
dom met. I think in my time no man I 
have known has possessed it no well as Mr. 
Lamar unless it was the late Matt Car- 
penter, of Wisconsin. Then he began to 
unfold the principles of law which he 
thought applicable. As his mind rolled on 
from position to position it was with a 
ponderous, majestic yet ever delicate and 
sensitive movement that w;is simply won- 
derful. 

"I said to myself, this nuin n>uy not bi- 
able to quote the exact Kfctiunof tho law 
or the particular page of the reported de- 
cision, but be has a mind thoroughly Im- 
bued with legal principles and magnifi- 
cently disciplined. Without making invid- 
ious comparisons it is my judgment that 
Mr. Lamar will add strength and adorn- 
ment to the supreme bench. 1 believe he 
possesses some quallficaUons that tho 
bench needs, and as the years go on the 
wisdom of his appointment will establish 
itself far above the reach of oriUolsm." 

JustiooLamar was twice married. His 
first wife was a cousin of Longstraet, the 
famous Confederate general. She died 
early in January, 1880, leaving one SOB and 
three daughters, one of wbom,Mtm Jennie, 
made her debut In 1888 and soon beqivie a 
great aootal favorite al the national cap- 
ital. 

Two years after tbe death of his fint 
wUs Mr. L«mar married Mrs. William 8. 
Bolt, tha widow of a well known Georgia 



lodge, ^e Ceremony was performed*^ 
Macon, G^, Jan. 8, ttST. Mn. Holt had a 
fine Bsaqsion and wss quite wsdthr. 

In Apidl, UU, Jnstloe Lamar was strick- 
en down in Wsihlngton.witb mnnorrtiages 
of the Ithigs, oomptteatsd by symptoms of 
Bright's flissase. He bad ocoaalond rallies 
at mtervals of a few months, until ex- 
hausted nature succumbed to the strain. 

It is said that Mr. Lamar was a more 
voracious reader than any public man who 
has been seen in Washington since the 
civil war. To this propensity was at- 
tributed most'of his abeentmindedaess.

Washington, .Inn. 24.— Eilwunl L. 
Harper, bank wrenkpr, ex-president of 
the Fidelity National bank, of Cindn- 
nati, and convict in tbe Ohio 'peniten- 
tiary, has been denied a pardon by 
President Harrison. Harper was con- 
victed of a violation of United States 
banking laws and sentenced on Dec. 12. 
1887, in tlie United States district court 
for the Southern district of Ollio, to ten 
vears' imprisonment in tha OUo pen- 
itentiary at Colnmbna. 
. Pronunent men from Gbio wrote let- 
ters to the attorney general and the 
president asking that he be pardoned, 
or that his sentence be commuted to 
prevent his dea^i in prison. Favorable 
action was expected at a time when 
Hari>er was dangeroudy ill. His condi- 
tion improved, however, and at the in- 
stance .of Attorney General Miller a 
medical examiuation of hifi case was 
made. The resnlt of their inspection 
and what President Harrison thought of 
it is embodiod in the following, written 
on the back of Harper's application for 
executive olemaacy: 

Tbe recent examinations by surgeons 
selected br tbe attorney general ^ows 
that the prisoner is less dangerously sick 
than appeared from previous reports. His 
term expires in April, aa I understand, 
and, in ^ew of these facts, I do Qot think 
any interference by me is necessary.

New Orleans. Jnn. 21.— Xt noon 
Sunday La Placide Canonge, one of the 
editors of tiie New Orleans Bee and the 
Nestor of tho press of this dtv, died of 
grippe. His career was one ox remark* 
able brilliancy. He founded and edited 
a number of newspapers, wrote much 
for the press of Paris, and put on the 
stage more than a dozen plays early in 
tho seventies. He managed a season of 
French opera in New Orleans with 
great success. He was appointed an of- 
ficer of the Academy by the French gov- 
ernment in 1885, as a mark of recogni- 
tion for his literary efforts and constant 
labor for the perpetuatioDof the Rreuch 
language in Louisiana.

If the sclieme carries, 
the Canada Atlantic, the Yarmouth, 
the International and tho Boston, 
Halifax and IMnco Edward lines will 
be absorbed in one steamship and rail- 
way service.

Maissillon, O., Jan. 24.— Henry Kem- 
evy, fifty-five, a farmer, while walking t(^ 
his homo east of this city late Saturday 
night, was knocked down by a sled and 
his leg broken. He lay in the snow 
three hours and would have been frozen 
to death had it not been that he woro 
two complete suits of clothes. When 
finally discovered a man whose name 
can not be learned refused to allow the 
injured man to be taken into his house.

Boston, Jan. 24.— Bishop Phillips 
Brooks died at his residence, 388 Claren- 
don street, at 6:80 yesterday morning of 

heart failure, brought on by a fit of 
coughing. Tbe death was entirely un- 
expected. He was taken ill Thursday 
with Bore throat, but nothing serious 
showed itself until Sunday »'vening. Dr. 
H. A. Beach, his phyticiaii, discovered 
then diphtheretic symptoms, and con- 
sidered a consultation advisable and 
called in Dr. R. H. Fitz. 

At this time nothing serious was an- 
ticipated and Dr. Fitz remained only a 
short time. Dr. Beach was with tbe 
bishop the entire night. About 6:3U 
o'clock the patient was seized vrith a 
coughing spasm, which Iafl^ed for a few 
moments and his heart ceased to beat. 
Dr. Beach said that death was caused 
from heart failure and not from diph- 
theria. No diphtheretic membrane was 
discovered by a superficial examination. 

Bishop Brooks preached his last 
sermon at the Church of the Oood 
Shepard on 0«tw «tmt|4«al 9EMi*7 
evening. 




BISHOP PHILMPS nUdOKU. 
Phillips Hrooko was horn Dec. 13, 1886. 
His boyhood was pas-sed p.trtly in Boston 
and partly in Andover. He graduated at 
Harvard in 1866, studied theology in tbe 
seminary at Alexandria, Va., was or- 
dained in li^.50 and became rvctor of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the Ad- 
vent, Philadelphia, a comparatively ob- 
scure charge. There three years, later he 
became rector of the Holy Church of the 
Trinity, one of the largest and most fash- 
ionable churches In Philadelphia. He re- 
mained thero several years, and in 1800 be- 
came rector of Trinity oblUli^ BiWton. 
About a year ago he was consecrated 
bishop of the diocese of Massachusetts, 
succeeding the late Benjamin Henry Pad 
doct. 

While be was pastor of Trinity church 
Dr. Brooks declined many calls elsewhere— 
a professorship in Harvard and the ofiice 
of as.iistant bishop of Penn.sylvauia, to 
which he wai> elected In 1886. In his Bos- 
ton parish be exerted a powerful indusnee 
for good, especially over the young men. 
Bishop Brooks was one of the most bril- 
liant pulpit orators of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church, and had a. more rapid deliv- 
ery than any clergyman in the country. 
He was noted for his "low church" views, 
and preached in the churches of other de- 
nominations than his own. Bishop Brooks 
published "Lectures on Preaching," deliv- 
ered before the Yale divinity school (New 
York, 1877); "Sermons" (im and 1881), and 
"Baptism a nd Conflrmathm."

HoBtehold Hinti. 

Lemons may be kept for quite a con- 
siderable length of time in perfectly cold 
water,-but they must be kept in an open 
jar, not a doaed one, and aU the lame 
time In a cold place. Watch eanfolly 
and change the water every day. 

A nice dish can be made of celery by 
stewing it till tender. Then pour over it 
a half pint of cream. After you have put 
the celery into a baking dish cover it 
with bread crambs and little bits of but- 
ter and bake about tw^ty minutes. 

Javelle water, used for turning white 
the dirtiest linen and removing stains, is 
composed of bicarbonate of soda, four 
pounds, chloride of lime, one pound. 
Pat the soda Into a kettle orer the lire, 
add one ^'iillua of boiling water, let it boil 
from ten to fifteen minutes, then stir in 
the chloride of lime, avoidbig lamps. 
Use when cold. Tills is good for remov- 
ing fruit stains from white goods.
